Rescuers in China scrabble 
to find quake survivors

LUSHAN (AFP) - Thousands 
of rescue workers combed 
through flattened villages in 
southwest China in a race to 
find survivors from a powerful 
quake as the toll of dead and 
missing rose past 200. 

Dressed in bright orange 
uniforms, rescuers battled their 
way up mountain paths strewn 
with wreckage to reach iso¬ 
lated parts of Sichuan province 
on the edge of the Tibetan 
Plateau. 

Troops had worked through 
the night, searching villages 
where houses had been de¬ 


stroyed for survivors and treat¬ 
ing those injured in the quake. 

The death toll rose to at 
least 186, the official Xinhua 
news agency said, but reports 
of casualties slowed yesterday. 

More than 11,300 people 
were injured and 21 remain 
missing, Xinhua said, citing 
local officials. 

The rescue operation was 
hampered by huge queues of 
traffic — some stretching back 
for 20 kilometres (12 miles) — 
clogging roads into the disaster 
zone.

US probe shifts to Boston bomb 
suspect's travel

BOSTON (AFP) - With the 
hospitalized Boston bombing 
suspect unable to speak, atten¬ 
tion shifted yesterday to his 
dead brother, who may have 
been radicalized or even 
trained in the Caucasus last 
year. 

US lawmakers questioned 
why Tamerlan Tsarnaev, 26, 
killed in a shootout, did not 
raise more red flags despite 
being questioned at the request 
of a foreign government in 
2011 and spending six months 
in the volatile region in 2012. 

"Clearly something hap¬ 
pened in my judgment in that 
six-month timeframe... Pm 
very concerned," Representa¬ 
tive Michael McCaul, chair¬ 
man of the House Homeland 
Security committee, told 
CNN’s "State of the Union." 

"I personally believe that 
this man received training 
when he was over there and he 
radicalized from 2010 to the 
present." 

Republican Senator Lind¬ 
sey Graham and Democratic 
Senator Chuck Schumer, ap¬ 
pearing on the same show, also 
expressed concern about the 
older Tsarnaev. 

"It’s people like this that 


you don't want to let out of 
your sight, and this was a mis¬ 
take," Graham said about the 
elder of the two brothers, eth¬ 
nic Chechens who had been 
living in the United States for 
a decade. 

"I don't know if our laws 
are insufficient or the FBI 
failed, but we're at war with 
radical Islamists and we need 
to up our game." 

Dzhokhar Tsarnaev, 19, 
meanwhile remained in a 
heavily guarded hospital, re¬ 
portedly unable to speak be¬ 
cause of a throat wound 


suffered in the violent chase 
that shut down Boston for 
most of the day Friday. 

The FBI would only say 
that he was still in "serious 
condition." 

The Tsarnaev brothers are 
the main suspects in the double 
bomb attack on the Boston 
marathon which killed three 
people and wounded about 
180. A policeman was killed 
and another was seriously 
wounded in a shootout with 
the suspects.

Counter-terrorism agents 
trained in interrogating "high- 
value" detainees were waiting 
to question Dzhokhar — who is 
being treated at the same hos¬ 
pital as many of the marathon 
bombing victims — a law en¬ 
forcement official told AFP. 

Officials have reportedly 
invoked a "public safety" legal 
exception that will allow them 
to question Tsarnaev without 
reading him his rights. 

Graham and fellow Repub¬ 
lican Senator John McCain 
have led calls for the teenager 
to be declared an "enemy com¬ 
batant," which would give him 
the same status as Guantanamo 
"war on terror" detainees. 

Legal rights groups have 
meanwhile insisted he be 
given a criminal trial, even 
though Tsarnaev would likely 
face the death penalty. 

Dzhokhar was caught after 


a man named Dave Hen- 
neberry saw blood on boat he 
kept in his backyard in Water- 
town, in the Boston suburbs. 
When Henneberry lifted the 
tarp he saw the wounded teen¬ 
ager curled up inside, police 
said. 

After law enforcement 
flooded into the area, thermal 
images taken by a police heli¬ 
copter showed Tsarnaev lying 
in the covered boat as a robotic 
arm lifted the cover so cameras 
could peek inside. 

Over the weekend crowds 
gathered outside the home of 
Henneberry — who has gone 
into hiding to escape the media 
blitz — craning their necks to 
gaze at his bullet-riddled and 
blood-smeared 1980s boat. 

Fifty-eight of the victims 
from the bomb attack are still 
in Boston hospitals, with three 
in critical condition.

Venezuela 
election 
official plays

CARACAS — The electoral 
commission in Venezuela has 
said an audit of last Sunday's 
disputed presidential vote 
will not affect Nicolas 
Maduro's victory. 

Mr Maduro's main chal¬ 
lenger, Henrique Capriles, 
agreed to the electronic audit 
after withdrawing his de¬ 
mand for a manual recount. 

Officially, he lost by a 
margin of 1.8 percentage 
points. 

The electoral commis¬ 
sion's deputy head, Sandra 
Oblitas, said that the result 
was "irreversible". 

The audit, which was 
agreed just before Mr 
Maduro was sworn in as 
president, is expected to take 
about a month. 

Mr Capriles believes there 
were voting irregularities.

Quake-prone Japan, which 
has been mired in tensions 
with China over a high-seas 
territorial dispute, offered any 
help that is required. 

"Japan is ready to offer its 
maximum support," Prime 
Minister Shinzo Abe said in a 
message to Xi and Li, accord¬ 
ing to Japan's foreign ministry.

Half of Guantanamo on 
hunger strike 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - More than half of the 166 de¬ 
tainees held at the US-run Guantanamo military prison 
have joined a rapidly growing hunger strike to protest 
their indefinite detention, an official said yesterday. 

There are 84 inmates who are refusing food, including 
16 on feeding tubes, five of whom are hospitalized, Lieu¬ 
tenant Colonel Samuel House said in a statement, adding 
that none had "life-threatening conditions." 

House said that as recently as Friday there were 63 in¬ 
mates who were refusing to eat. On Tuesday of last week 
just 45 were taking part. 

The hunger strikers are protesting their incarceration 
without charge or trial at Guantanamo in the 11 years 
since the prison went into use for terror suspects de¬ 
tained in Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

The hunger strikes began February 6, when inmates 
claimed prison officials searched their Korans for con¬ 
traband. Officials have denied any mishandling of Islam's 
holy book.

Koch brothers mull 
big US newspaper buy 


Maduro victory will stand 
despite audit: election official 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Bil¬ 
lionaire industrialists Charles 
and David Koch — famous for 
bankrolling small-government 
causes — are weighing a bid to 
buy several top US newspa¬ 
pers, the New York Times re¬ 
ported Sunday. 

Koch Industries, a company 
owned by the brothers, is 
mulling the purchase of several 
regional newspapers owned by 
the struggling Tribune Com¬ 
pany, including the Los Ange¬ 
les Times, the Chicago 
Tribune, the Baltimore Sun, 
the Orlando Sentinel and the 
Hartford Courant, according to 
the Times. 

Koch Industries backs a 
number of libertarian causes, 
including policy groups like 
the Cato Institute think tank in 
Washington. 

The Koch brothers also were 
behind the formation of the 
Americans for Prosperity polit¬ 
ical action group, which sup¬ 
ports many causes backed by 
ultra-conservative Tea Party 
groups, although they are not 
formally affiliated. 

If the sale goes through, it 
would be among the largest 
sales of newspapers by circu¬ 
lation in the country. 

The Tribune Company — a 
$7 billion media conglomerate 
that also owns 23 television 
stations — has struggled in re¬ 
cent years and is selling off its 
print properties after emerging 
from bankruptcy late last year. 

The Los Angeles Times is 
the fourth-largest paper in the 
United States by circulation, 
while the Chicago Tribune is 
ninth. The deal could also in¬ 
clude Hoy, the second-largest 
Spanish-language daily news¬ 
paper, The Times wrote. 

The newspaper said that by 
early next month, the Tribune 
Company is expected to send 
financial data to "serious suit¬ 
ors" and that Koch Industries 
is among those interested. 


It said another possible pur¬ 
chaser is Rupert Murdoch's 
News Corp, but that the com¬ 
pany is only interested in ac¬ 
quiring the Los Angeles Times. 

Billionaire Democratic 
donors Eli Broad and Ronald 
Burkle were also said to have 
been interested in purchasing 
one or more of the dailies. 

The Tribune Company re¬ 
portedly is seeking to sell all 
eight papers and their opera¬ 
tions as a bundle. It could de¬ 
cide to hold onto the dailies, 
however, if it fails to draw a 
sufficiently attractive offer. 


PORT MORESBY (AFP) - A 
US academic has been gang- 
raped by an armed mob in 
Papua New Guinea, barely a 
week after an Australian was 
killed and his friend sexually 
assaulted by a group of men. 

The incidents come after a 
brutal spate of sorcery-related 
crimes that have sparked con¬ 
demnation from the United 
Nations and undermined the 
poor Pacific country's standing 
as a destination for tourism 
and investment. 

In the latest case, the white 
academic told AFP that she 
was attacked on Friday while 
conducting research on birds 
and the impact of climate 
change in a remote forest on 
Karkar Island in Madang 
province. 

Police in the capital Port 
Moresby on Sunday confirmed 
the attack. 

The 32-year-old was walk¬ 
ing along a bush track with her 
husband and a guide when 
nine men armed with rifles and 
knives ambushed them, strip¬ 
ping the husband and guide 
naked and tying them up, she 
said. 


CARACAS (AFP) - A top 
election official warned the op¬ 
position against raising "false 
expectations" over an audit of 
Venezuela's presidential elec¬ 
tion, saying it cannot overturn 
President Nicolas Maduro's 
win. 

Opposition candidate Hen- 
rique Capriles accepted the ex¬ 
panded audit in lieu of a 
vote-by-vote recount on the 
eve of Maduro's swearing-in 
Friday, helping to ease tensions 
that had led to eight deaths in 
post-election protests. 

Capriles on week-end said 
his campaign, which an¬ 
nounced it had formed a team 
to act as witnesses to the audit, 


They then stripped her, 
bound her hands, cut off her 
blonde hair to the scalp and 
gang-raped her for about 20 
minutes before something in 
the forest startled them and 
they ran away. 

The guide managed to break 
free and the three of them fled 
naked back to the nearest vil¬ 
lage, several hours away, she 
said. 

The husband and wife re¬ 
turned to Port Moresby on Sat¬ 
urday, where they were met by 
a photographer working for 
AFP who helped them file po¬ 
lice reports and organise a 
flight out of the country. 

Violence against women is 
endemic in Papua New 
Guinea, but it is rare for a 
white woman to be targeted, 
and the academic said she 
wanted to tell her story to 
shine a light on the issue. 

The incidents follow a series 
of gruesome murders, includ¬ 
ing a 20-year-old mother who 
was accused of witchcraft, 
stripped and burned alive in 
front of a crowd at a market 
near Mount Hagen in Febru¬ 
ary. 


was preparing for a protracted 
challenge to the results of the 
April 14 elections but ex¬ 
pressed confidence that the 
truth would prevail.

Oblitas urged the opposi¬ 
tion "not to create false expec¬ 
tations over what is a technical 
audit that has been done before 
and that in no way overturns 
electoral results." 

She said that the review, 
which is to take 30 days, would 
involve comparisons of paper 
receipts of electronic votes 
casts with the electronic tallies, 
while Capriles and his aides in¬ 


dicated they would be seeking 
other voting records as well. 

The latest turn came amid a 
contentious start to the new ad¬ 
ministration, with the opposi¬ 
tion accusing the government 
of mass arrests of protesters 
around the country and harass¬ 
ing public employees sus¬ 
pected of voting for Capriles. 

Maduro, who replaced the 
late Hugo Chavez, had said he 
was ready for dialogue with the 
opposition but coupled that 
with warnings he would take a 
"hard line" against those pro¬ 
moting a coup d'etat. 

The opposition charged 
that 242 people have been ar¬ 
rested since Monday for bang¬ 
ing pots and pans in nightly 
protests against official elec¬ 
tion results that gave Maduro a 
victory by 1.8 per cent over 
Capriles.

20 dead from China bird flu 


BEIJING (AFP) - The death 
toll from a new strain of bird 
flu in China has reached 20, 
with dozens infected, state 
media reported Sunday, as ex¬ 
perts said there was no evi¬ 
dence so far of 
human-to-human transmis¬ 
sion. 

The H7N9 virus has been 
detected in 102 people, mostly 
in eastern China, including 20 
cases which proved fatal, Xin¬ 
hua news agency said after the 
latest daily update from the 
National Health and Family 
Planning Commission. 

A total of 33 infections, in¬ 
cluding 11 deaths, have been 
reported in the eastern com¬ 
mercial centre of Shanghai. 

The Chinese Center for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 


had earlier said 40 percent of 
patients with H7N9 had not 
come into contact with poultry, 
raising questions about how 
people are becoming infected. 

It also emerged that the 
virus had spread among family 
members in Shanghai, raising 
fears that it was passing be¬ 
tween humans. 

Referring to those cases on 
Friday, WHO representative 
Michael O’Leary said investi¬ 
gators were trying to deter¬ 
mine whether there had been 
human-to-human transmission 
between family members. 

A team of international 
health experts is on a week- 
long mission in Beijing and 
Shanghai to investigate the 
virus, for which no vaccine 
currently exists. 


Taiwan said Sunday it had 
received H7N9 specimens 
from China as the island bat¬ 
tles to avoid the epidemic. 

"The virus could be used in 
producing vaccines and diag¬ 
nosis," said Liu Shih-hao of 
the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol in Taiwan. 

Since China announced 
nearly three weeks ago that it 
had found the strain in people 
for the first time, almost all of 
the cases have occurred in 
Shanghai and four nearby 
provinces while one appeared 
in Beijing. 

Experts fear the prospect of 
such viruses mutating into a 
form easily transmissible be¬ 
tween humans, which would 
then have the potential to trig¬ 
ger a pandemic. 


In Gabon, fear of ritual crime sparks 
social media campaign 


LIBREVILLE (AFP) - The 
discovery of a young girl’s 
body on a Libreville beach last 
month shocked the city and 
reignited the debate over ritual 
killings in Gabon, sparking 
outrage on social media sites 
and forcing President Ali 
Bongo Ondimba to react. 

The young girl disappeared 
after going swimming. Her 
battered body was discovered 
the next day, several hundred 
metres away. 

Her body was badly muti¬ 
lated, and while there’s no 



proof she was the victim of a 
ritual killing, the fear of such 
crimes here has led to her case 
being widely publicised. 

Ritual crimes are practised 
by secret sects involved in 
witchcraft. They usually in¬ 
volve taking a victim's blood 
and certain parts of their body 
— eyes, eyelashes, ears, geni¬ 
talia, tongue, lips, pieces of 
skin, the brain — which are 
supposed to bring health, 
riches, success and power. 

"It's getting worse. We've 
already counted 19 cases since 
the start of the year", including 
10 children, says Jean-Elvis 
Ebang Ondo, the president and 
founder of the Association 
against Ritual Crime (ALCR). 
His own 12-year-old son was 
kidnapped, killed and muti¬ 
lated in 2005. 

ALCR's most recent report, 
which covers four provinces, 
found 34 cases in 2010 and 62 
in 2011. The majority were 
children — the most sought- 
after victims in this kind of 
crime. 

The police don't recognise 
these statistics, however, con¬ 


sidering that some of these 
deaths are not related to ritual 
crime. 

Despite the fact that without 
an autopsy it is impossible to 
prove whether or not they are 
ritual killings, grisly murders 
regularly make the front page 
of the papers. The reports stir 
up anger at what people see as 
the authorities' failure to act. 

The situation was further in¬ 
flamed recently when a 
planned protest march was 
banned. 

Soon afterwards, hackers 
claiming to be from Anony¬ 
mous published a video con¬ 
taining shocking images of 
mutilated bodies and organs, a 
campaign — christened Opera¬ 
tion Gabon — spread across 
Twitter with followers using 
the hastags #OpGabon and 
#SOSGabon to denounce rit¬ 
ual crime. Activist site 
Avaaz.org started a petition, 
"Stop ritual crime in Gabon". 

The unprecedented level of 
attention embarrased the 
Gabonese government and 
pushed President Bongo to 
react. 



MADRID (AFP) - Thousands of doctors, nurses and 
other healthcare workers, many wearing white lab coats, 
and their supporters marched in Madrid Sunday to 
protest against government spending cuts and plans to 
partly privatise medical services. The demonstrators 
blew whistles and chanted "nothing for the private sec¬ 
tor" as they marched from leading hospitals in Madrid to 
the landmark Plaza de Sol square in the centre of the 
Spanish capital. Police put the turnout at between 3,000 
and 5,000 people. However the protest organisers gave 
an estimate of 70,000 people. The conservative govern¬ 
ment of Prime Minister Mariano Rajoy has slashed health 
spending by seven billion euros ($9.1 billion) a year as 
part of a campaign to squeeze 150 billion euros out of 
the crisis-hit country's budget by 2014. The Madrid re¬ 
gional government plans to outsource management of 
six of 20 large public hospitals and of 27 health centres 
of the 270 in the region. It argues the measure is needed 
to secure health services during a steep recession and 
meet deficit-reduction targets. But Spanish healthcare 
workers and patients say private providers will put prof¬ 
its before quality and lead to a deterioration of the public 
health system. 



DENVER (AFP) - Thousands of men and women cele¬ 
brate the legalization of marijuana during a "420" event 
at Denver's Civic Center. “This is what freedom smells 
like,” attorney Rob Corry told the crowd, as he counted 
down the moments until 4:20pm CT, at which point liter¬ 
ally thousands of people simultaneously exhaled mari¬ 
juana smoke into the air, creating a haze that was visible 
for blocks away.Dozens of vendors quickly set up shop, 
offering items ranging from marijuana smoking pipes to 
various food offerings like "giant turkey legs." And one 
didn't have to walk far without being offered several va¬ 
rieties of marijuana for sale, which is still illegal under 
Colorado law. In November 2012, more than a million Col¬ 
orado voters (55.32 percent) supported the passage of 
Measure 64, which legalized the recreational use of mar¬ 
ijuana in the state. However, the consumption of the drug 
remains illegal under federal law.

Earth Day: The History of A Movement 


EARTH DAY 2013 


OBSERVE. PREDICT. PROTECT OUR CHANGING PLANET, 



—Each year, Earth Day -- 
April 22 -- marks the an¬ 
niversary of what many con¬ 
sider the birth of the 
modern environmental 
movement in 1970. 

The height of hippie and 
flower-child culture in the 
United States, 1970 brought 
the death of Jimi Hendrix, the 
last Beatles album, and Simon 
& Garfunkel’s “Bridge Over 
Troubled Water”. Protest was 
the order of the day, but sav¬ 
ing the planet was not the 
cause. War raged in Vietnam, 
and students nationwide in¬ 
creasingly opposed it. 

At the time, Americans 
were slurping leaded gas 
through massive V8 sedans. 
Industry belched out smoke 
and sludge with little fear of 
legal consequences or bad 
press. Air pollution was com¬ 
monly accepted as the smell 
of prosperity. “Environment” 
was a word that appeared 
more often in spelling bees 
than on the evening news. Al¬ 
though mainstream America 
remained oblivious to envi¬ 
ronmental concerns, the stage 
had been set for change by the 
publication of Rachel Carson's 
New York Times bestseller 
Silent Spring in 1962. The 
book represented a watershed 
moment for the modern envi¬ 
ronmental movement, selling 
more than 500,000 copies in 
24 countries and, up until that 
moment, more than any other 
person, Ms. Carson raised 
public awareness and concern 
for living organisms, the envi¬ 
ronment and public health. 

Earth Day 1970 capitalized 
on the emerging conscious¬ 
ness, channeling the energy of 
the anti-war protest movement 
and putting environmental 
concerns front and center. 

The idea came to Earth Day 
founder Gaylord Nelson, then 
a U.S. Senator from Wiscon¬ 
sin, after witnessing the rav¬ 
ages of the 1969 massive oil 
spill in Santa Barbara, Califor¬ 
nia. Inspired by the student 
anti-war movement, he real¬ 
ized that if he could infuse that 
energy with an emerging pub¬ 
lic consciousness about air 
and water pollution, it would 
force environmental protec¬ 
tion onto the national political 
agenda. Senator Nelson an¬ 
nounced the idea for a “na¬ 
tional teach-in on the 
environment” to the national 
media; persuaded Pete Mc- 
Closkey, a conservation- 
minded Republican 

Congressman, to serve as his 
co-chair; and recruited Denis 
Hayes as national coordinator. 
Hayes built a national staff of 
85 to promote events across 
the land. 


As a result, on the 22nd of 
April, 20 million Americans 
took to the streets, parks, and 
auditoriums to demonstrate 
for a healthy, sustainable en¬ 
vironment in massive coast- 
to-coast rallies. Thousands of 
colleges and universities or¬ 
ganized protests against the 
deterioration of the environ¬ 
ment. Groups that had been 
fighting against oil spills, pol¬ 
luting factories and power 
plants, raw sewage, toxic 
dumps, pesticides, freeways, 
the loss of wilderness, and the 
extinction of wildlife sud¬ 
denly realized they shared 
common values. 

Earth Day 1970 achieved a 
rare political alignment, en¬ 
listing support from Republi¬ 
cans and Democrats, rich and 
poor, city slickers and farm¬ 
ers, tycoons and labor leaders. 
The first Earth Day led to the 
creation of the United States 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and the passage of the 
Clean Air, Clean Water, an- 
dEndangered Species Acts. "It 
was a gamble," Gaylord re¬ 
called, "but it worked." 

As 1990 approached, a 
group of environmental lead¬ 
ers asked Denis Hayes to or¬ 
ganize another big campaign. 
This time, Earth Day went 
global, mobilizing 200 mil¬ 
lion people in 141 countries 
and lifting environmental is¬ 
sues onto the world stage. 


Earth Day 1990 gave a huge 
boost to recycling efforts 
worldwide and helped pave 
the way for the 1992 United 


Nations Earth Summit in Rio 
de Janeiro. It also prompted 
President Bill Clinton to 
award Senator Nelson the 
Presidential Medal of Free¬ 
dom (1995) — the highest 
honor given to civilians in the 
United States — for his role as 
Earth Day founder. 

As the millennium ap¬ 
proached, Hayes agreed to 
spearhead another campaign, 
this time focused on global 
warming and a push for clean 
energy. With 5,000 environ¬ 
mental groups in a record 184 
countries reaching out to hun¬ 
dreds of millions of people, 
Earth Day 2000 combined the 
big-picture feistiness of the 
first Earth Day with the inter¬ 
national grassroots activism of 
Earth Day 1990. It used the 
Internet to organize activists, 
but also featured a talking 
drum chain that traveled from 
village to village in Gabon, 
Africa, and hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people gathered on 
the National Mall in Washing¬ 
ton, DC. Earth Day 2000 sent 
world leaders the loud and 
clear message that citizens 
around the world wanted 
quick and decisive action on 
clean energy. 

Much like 1970, Earth Day 
2010 came at a time of great 
challenge for the environmen¬ 
tal community. Climate 
change deniers, well-funded 
oil lobbyists, reticent politi¬ 


cians, a disinterested public, 
and a divided environmental 
community all contributed to 
a strong narrative that over¬ 
shadowed the cause of 
progress and change. In spite 
of the challenge, for its 40th 
anniversary, Earth Day Net¬ 
work reestablished Earth Day 
as a powerful focal point 
around which people could 
demonstrate their commit¬ 
ment. Earth Day Network 
brought 225,000 people to the 
National Mall for a Climate 
Rally, amassed 40 million en¬ 
vironmental service actions 
toward its 2012 goal of A Bil¬ 
lion Acts of Green®, launched 
an international, 1-million tree 
planting initiative with Avatar 
director James Cameron and 
tripled its online base to over 
900,000 community members. 

The fight for a clean envi¬ 
ronment continues in a cli¬ 
mate of increasing urgency, as 
the ravages of climate change 
become more manifest every 
day. We invite you to be a part 
of Earth Day and help write 
many more victories and suc¬ 
cesses into our history. Dis¬ 
cover energy you didn't even 
know you had. Feel it rumble 
through the grassroots under 
your feet and the technology 
at your fingertips. Channel it 
into building a clean, healthy, 
diverse world for generations 
to come.

GENEVA (AFP) - Swiss banks 
could adapt to a significant 
easing of their cherished se¬ 
crecy practices, but only if 
global standards are created 
for information exchange to 
fight tax evasion, the head of 
the Swiss Bankers Association 
said in an interview published 
Sunday. 

’’Today, there is no global 
standard” for the automatic ex¬ 
change of banking informa¬ 
tion, Patrick Odier told the 
NZZ am Sonntag weekly. 

”If that changed, we could 
also adapt,” he said, stressing 
the importance of Switzer¬ 
land’s participation in creating 
the global standards. 

In Switzerland, banking se¬ 
crecy has for decades been 
seen as an immutable practice 
aimed at privacy protection, in 


TEHRAN (AFP) - Iran is 
owed $4 billion for oil sales to 
customers who have been un¬ 
able to pay because of sanc¬ 
tions imposed on the Islamic 
republic over its nuclear pro¬ 
gramme, a top Iranian oil offi¬ 
cial said on Sunday. 

”We have been unable to get 
paid around four billion dollars 
due to the sanctions,” National 
Iranian Oil Company chief 
Ahmad Qalebani told reporters 
when asked about the amount 
owed by customers, mostly 
Western, to Iran. 

’’There is a possibility that it 
could be paid either as medi¬ 
cine, food or barter of com¬ 
modities,” he told a press 
conference on the sidelines of 
an oil and gas trade fair in 
Tehran. 

Qalebani did not give details 
on these customers. 

But on Saturday, Oil Minis¬ 
ter Rostam Qasemi said that 
Anglo-Dutch energy giant 
Shell was among the firms that 
owes Tehran petro-dollars 
which the Islamic republic can

the same way as medical con¬ 
fidentiality. 

Although the Alpine country

’’Currently, we have approx¬ 
imately $2,336 million 
payable to and $ 11 million re¬ 
ceivable from National Iranian 
Oil Company. We are unable 
to settle the payable position as 
a result of applicable sanc¬ 
tions,” Shell said in its 2012 
annual report. 

Last December, Economy 
Minister Shamseddin Hosseini 
said that Tehran is losing half 
of its oil revenues because of 
international sanctions im¬ 
posed over its disputed nuclear 
programme.

Odier insisted it was vital

Odier meanwhile said he did 
not expect Swiss banking se¬ 
crecy to disappear completely. 

”We must now create a 
banking secrecy that guaran¬ 
tees confidentiality, but which 
cannot be misused for illegal 
purposes,” he said. 

Odier’s comments were pub¬ 
lished two days after the 
Group of 20 economic powers 
called for the global adoption 
of standards for sharing bank 
account information to fight 
tax evasion. 


An oil embargo imposed by 
the European Union on Iran 
came into effect in July 2012, 
ending European purchases of 
Iranian crude. It has also low¬ 
ered purchases by major Asian 
customers under pressure from 
the United States. 

Iran’s oil output dropped to 
2.67 million barrels per day in 
February from 2.72 in the pre¬ 
vious month, OPEC said in 
April, citing secondary 
sources. 

On Saturday, Qasemi con¬ 
firmed that production and ex¬ 
port of oil had declined in 
2012. 

Iran is now OPEC’s fourth 
biggest producer, after Saudi 
Arabia, Iraq and Kuwait, ac¬ 
cording to the cartel’s data. In 
2011, it ranked second.

SHANGHAI (AFP) - Chinese buyers swarmed around 
hundreds of vehicles at the Shanghai auto show at its 
opening on Sunday, highlighting the importance of the 
world's largest car market to manufacturers. Chinese 
and foreign automakers used models dressed as Play¬ 
boy bunnies and dance performances to capture the 
eyes of potential customers, while long lines formed to 
try out driving simulators at one Japanese company. 
China's auto sales reached 19.31 million vehicles last 
year, a 4.3 percent rise from 2011, according to a Chi¬ 
nese industry group. The country has been the world's 
largest auto market since 2009. Competition has be¬ 
come more intense as sales growth has slowed since 
2010 and more companies have piled into the promising 
market. Sales of Japanese brands in China have suf¬ 
fered since last year amid political row over disputed is¬ 
lands that sparked street protests across the country 
and calls for boycotts.

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’Imbecilic 1 
song for new 
Dutch king 
withdrawn 
after outcry 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
organisers were scrambling 
Sunday to find a new song to 
mark the upcoming enthrone¬ 
ment of the Netherlands’ new 
king after a serenade written 
especially for the inauguration 
attracted a storm of criticism 
for its "imbecilic” lyrics. 

"Dear compatriots, after 
having to block yet another in¬ 
sult on my Twitter account, I 
am now totally done," Dutch- 
British composer John Ewbank 
wrote on his Facebook page 
late Saturday. 

"My apologies to those who 
found it an appropriate song... 
but I hereby withdraw the Kon- 
ingslied (King's Song) and 
wish you plenty of success" in 
singing one of the unofficial 
songs written for the inaugura¬ 
tion of the new Dutch 
monarch, Willem-Alexander, 
on April 30. 

Tens of thousands of Dutch 
citizens have been voicing their 
dismay since the song was un¬ 
veiled on Friday, trashing the 
anthem which is an unlikely 
combination of traditional, rap 
and choir music. 

An online petition rejecting 
what is described as an "imbe¬ 
cilic" tune has been signed by 
more than 38,000 people. 

The song, which lasts just 
over five minutes, is performed 
by 51 Dutch artists, many of 
them stars in the Netherlands. 

They belt out much-mocked 
lyrics such as: "I build a dyke 
with my bare hands and keep 
the water away" and "three fin¬ 
gers in the air, come on, come 
on. That's the W (sign) for 
Willem, the W which repre¬ 
sents being wakeful and eating 
'stamppot' (a traditional Dutch 
dish made from vegetables and 
a sausage)." 

Summing up much of the 
tune's criticism in the Nether¬ 
lands, with its strong egalitar¬ 
ian and Protestant roots, one 
anonymous petitioner com¬ 
ments: "The song makes it 
sound like Willem-Alexander 
is some kind of god and we're 
his underlings to whom he 
gives his life... away with it!" 

The plan was for all the 
artists to come together for a 
concert in Rotterdam on April 
30 when the country will be 
holding nationwide celebra¬ 
tions to mark the royal han¬ 
dover.

Boxing: Alvarez earns 
unanimous decision 
over Trout

SAN ANTONIO (AFP) - Saul 
"Canelo" Alvarez notched a 
12-round unanimous decision 
victory over Austin Trout Sat¬ 
urday to unify the World Box¬ 
ing Council and World Boxing 
Association light middleweight 
titles. 

Mexico’s Alvarez remained 
unbeaten, improving to 42-0-1 
with 30 knockouts as he re¬ 
tained his WBC title and 
handed Trout the first defeat of 
his career to capture the Amer¬ 
ican’s WBA belt. 

"This is for my brother," said 
Alvarez, whose brother Rigob- 
erto was beaten by Trout in 
2011 for the vacant WBA light 
middlewight crown. "It was a 


big motivation for this fight." 

The three judges at ringside 
scored it overwhelmingly in 
Alvarez’s favor: 115-112, 116- 
111 and 118-109. 

Alvarez landed a sharp 
straight right that knocked 
down Trout seconds into the 
seventh round — the first time 
the American had ever been 
down. 

Trout acknowledged that the 
hard-punching Alvarez sur¬ 
prised him with his boxing 
skills and quickness. 

The crowd of nearly 40,000 
at San Antonio's Alamodome 
was pro-Alvarez, and the 22- 
year-old from Guadalajara ap¬ 
preciated their backing.

Formula One: Vettel soars clear with Bahrain triumph 



MANAMA (AFP) - Defend¬ 
ing triple world champion 
Sebastian Vettel opened up 
a clear lead at the top of 
this year's title race on 
Sunday when he cruised to 
victory for Red Bull in the 
Bahrain Grand Prix. The 
race finished without any 
disruption amid tight secu¬ 
rity and despite earlier 
clashes between police 
and Shiite protesters in vil¬ 
lages in the troubled Gulf 
kingdom. Vettel - who beat 
Lotus duo Kimi Raikkonen 
and Romain Grosjean in a

LONDON (AFP) - Tens of 
thousands of runners flowed

fund for the Boston victims.

MONTE-CARLO (AFP) - 
Novak Djokovic ended Rafael 
Nadal's dreams of a record 
ninth successive Monte Carlo 
Masters title with a 6-2, 7-6 
(7/1) victory in the final on 
Sunday. 

The world number one had 
been a doubtful starter this 
week with an injured ankle but 
played through the pain to lift 
his first trophy in the principal¬ 
ity, the 37th of his career and 
14th at the Masters 1000 level. 

It was also a huge psycho¬ 
logical boost ahead of next 
month's French Open where 
Nadal is a record seven-time 
champion. 

Nadal had reigned supreme 
at the Monte Carlo Country 
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Club since his last loss in 
2003, when he was still a 
teenager, and had won every 
edition since 2005. 

Djokovic, who achieved the 
win in one hour, 51 minutes, 
was overwhelmed. 

Nadal, who returned to ten¬ 
nis in February after seven 
months out with a knee injury, 
now stands 38-6 in clay finals, 
losing to only three players — 
Djokovic (three times) Roger 
Federer (twice) and Horacio 
Zeballos (once). 

Before the final, the 
Spaniard had lost only one set 
all week after playing in his 
fifth straight final since his re¬ 
turn to the circuit. 


The Serb, who came to the 
final with titles at the Aus¬ 
tralian Open and Dubai, broke 
back for 6-6 through a back¬ 
hand winner to force the 
tiebreaker. 

He ran away with the de¬ 
cider, seizing the win on the 
first of five match points with 
a forehand winner to the cor¬ 
ner. 

Djokovic becomes the first 
player to beat Nadal three 
times in a clay court final. 

He claimed his first Monte 
Carlo title after losing the 2009 
and 2012 finals to the 
Spaniard. 

Nadal is far from disheart¬ 
ened as he heads to defend his 
title in Barcelona next week.

Denver earned their 24th 
straight win at home. 

Tv Lawson had 12 points, 
while Wilson Chandler fin¬ 
ished with 11 points and 13 re¬ 
bounds for the third-seeded 
Nuggets. 

Evan Fournier started for 
Denver in place of forward 
Kenneth Faried, who is suffer¬ 
ing from a left ankle injury and 
did not play. Fournier had 11 
points. 

Klay Thompson had 22 
points, while Cuny added 19 
points and nine assists for sixth 
seeded Golden State. 

David Lee added 10 points

NEW YORK (AFP) - 
Carmelo Anthony carried his 
late-season scoring assault 
into the NBA playoffs Satur¬ 
day, netting 36 points in the 
New York Knicks' 85-78 vic¬ 
tory over the Boston Celtics in 
the opener of their first-round 
series. 

Anthony shot 13-of-29 
from the field and added a 
half-dozen rebounds and four 
steals for the Knicks, who 
were swept by Boston in the 
first round of the Eastern Con¬ 
ference playoffs two years 
ago. 

The Knicks weren’t the 
only New York team to win on 
the first day of the post-season 
as the Brooklyn Nets — in the 
playoffs in their first season 
since moving to the New York 
borough — dominated the 
Chicago Bulls en route to a 
106-89 victory. 

Deron Williams scored 22 
points and Brook Lopez added 
21 for the Nets, who earned 
their first post-season win 
since May 16, 2007. 

Joe Johnson totaled 16 
points and Reggie Evans 
grabbed 13 rebounds for 
Brooklyn. 

As they have done all sea¬ 
son, the Bulls made do with¬ 
out star point guard Derrick 
Rose, who hasn't returned 
since tearing a knee ligament 
in last year's playoff opener. 

Carlos Boozer had 25 
points and Nate Robinson 


scored 17 off the bench. 

For the Knicks, protecting 
their home court was much 
tougher against the Celtics, 
who led by as many as seven 
in the third quarter. 

But the Knicks clamped 
down on defense, forcing 
Boston to make eight 
turnovers in the fourth quar¬ 
ter. 

New York held the Celtics 
to just eight points in the 
fourth and 25 overall in the 
second half. Boston shot 25.9 
percent in the second half. 

J.R. Smith netted 15 points, 
while Raymond Felton added 
13 points and six assists for 
the Knicks who held a 10-4 
advantage in offensive re¬ 
bounds and a 12-6 edge in 
second-chance points. 

New York scored 20 points 
off Boston's 21 turnovers in 
the contest. 

Boston's Jeff Green scored 
20 of his 26 points in the first 
half and Paul Pierce finished 
with 21 points and seven as¬ 
sists in the defeat. 

And in Los Angeles - Chris 
Paul scored 23 points and 
handed out seven assists Sat¬ 
urday as the Los Angeles 
Clippers downed the Mem¬ 
phis Grizzlies 112-91 in the 
first game of their NBA play¬ 
off first-round series. 

Eric Bledsoe scored 13 of 
his 15 points for Los Angeles 
in the final quarter, when the 
Clippers connected on 15-of- 


22 from the field and out- 
scored the Grizzlies 37-22. 

Seven Clippers players 
scored in double-figures as 
Los Angeles doused the Griz¬ 
zlies' hopes of getting off to a 
fast start in their bid to avenge 
a seven-game, Western Con¬ 
ference first-round loss to Los 
Angeles last year. 

Jerryd Bayless scored 19 


points off the bench for the 
Grizzlies, who also received 
16 points and seven assists 
from Marc Gasol. But the 
Clippers out-rebounded the 
Grizzlies 47-23. 

The Pacific Division cham¬ 
pion Clippers, seeded fourth 
in the Western Conference, led 
by just one point after Griz¬ 
zlies reserve Keyon Dooling 


drained a three-pointer to pull 
within 77-76 with 10:11 re¬ 
maining. 

Clippers reserve Bledsoe 
then drove for a layup to 
launch a 7-0 scoring run as 
Los Angeles thwarted every 
Memphis attempt to rally.
